From the London correspondent of the New 
York World we copy this: 


It is Very well knoWa in these circles that 
the divefgence of fons between Count 
Bismarck and the Crow Prince, in regard to 
the further prolongation of the war, has 
ripened into: a quarrel, and that the latter 
makes very little secret of his opinion that 
Bismarck, whose influence over the King in- 
creases every day, is leading Prussia into 
perils from which escape will be very diffi- 
cult. There is a strong peace party in Ger- 
many, and the Crown Prince, opealy to some 
extent, encourages and favors its members. 
This Crown Prince, by the way, isa very 
queer fellow, He talks very freely about 
himself, bis father, his wife, his mother, and 
the future of Germany. ‘‘I do not make any 
pretensions to wisdom,”’ said he, the other 
day; “I know that I am not wise or pru- 
dent; Heaven never cut me out for a great 
man, and I shall always be dependent on wiser 
men than myself—I can see plain enough 
how deplorable is the inflaence which Count 
Bismarck exerts over the King. It was 
always so—the Kiog has always been under 
the thumb of a Minister and a woman, 
he gets tired of the woman and changes her 
pretty often; but Bismarck fascinates him, 
and he cannot shake him off.’’ The trath is 
thatthe conduct of King William, never very 
exemplary, has been positively shocking since 
he went to the wars, and the unctious bypoc- 
ricy with which he fora while paraded the 
name of God as his ‘ pall,”” waa inexpressi- 
bly ludicrous to those who knew the manner 
of his dally walk ond conversation, Queen 
Augusta and his Majesty had scarcely spoken 
to each other for months until the breaking 
ont of the war, and when, after war was de- 
clared, the royal couple were seen riding 
under the lindens togetber, the people of Ber- 
lin could scarcely believe their eyes. During 
the campaign bis Maje-ty has. given daily 
proof of the truth tnat ‘Love rules the 
camp, the court, the grove ;”’ and the stories 
about the pretty girls who have enjoyed bis 
intimacy at every place where headquarters 
have been set up even for a week, would 
make the fortune of any sensational writer 
who bad the good luck to get hold of them. 
The Crown Prince himself, although by no 
means an ascetic, has been a model of virtue 
compared to his papa. But | must 
not run oo with this gossip. The 
point I set out to make wus that in the opin- 
ion of the Crown Prince and his party— 
which is numerous in the army as wellss ut 
home—Bismarck made a fatal mistake in 
failing to conclade peace either immediately 
after Sedan or at Ferrieres. And Bismarck 
himself seems to share this opinion, ag the 
folhowing incident tends to show: 

The other day, at a dinner party given by 
Bismarck, he was complimented by some of 
bis guests upon the great fame he bad al- 
ready secured, and upon the certainty that 
be would be immortal as the first statesman 
of this gentury, Bismarck received these 
congrainlasions with gravity, aud thus re- 
plied: “Lam by no means certain of what 
you say; I have tvo long set to live; were 
jas old as Moltke now, [should have no 
fears; be isso old that he must soon die, and 
it is pot at ull probable that imthe short lite 
he bes left to him he will make any blunders 
that will rob him of his fame. But I am 
siill young, and the chances are ninety-nine 
toa iruudred that before I die J shall make 
suck a fool of myself that ail the good things 
[ have dune will be torgotten, J am not 
sure, in, fact, that the sluuber has not been 
already mde !"’

Gerwax Savsace.—The German soldier is 
nothing without bis saasage. It is of more 
importance to him than needle-gan or any- 
thing else, and the Government acts accord- 
ingly. Just now itis supplying the army 
with a new kind of sausage made of pease- 
meal, onions, spices and bacon. When this 
conglomeration is properly cooked and put 
into the skin by meaus of-a sausage machine, 
each wurst (or sausage) is divided fato three 
equal parts, by being tied with a string 80 
that it way serve for three meals. The most 
excellent property of this commestible, which, 
by chemical means, is made s0 that it will 
keep a long tips: consists in the fact that. it 
needs no further cooking, but only to be plac- 
ed in bot water to prepare it for eating. It 
is said to be toothsome besides {nutritious. 
The fortunate discoverer of this wurst is to 
receive one silver grosden apiece for the first 
million, which will amount to 33,3334 thalers, 
and for each wurst afterward one spenning, 
that le, 2,777 thalers for every million fol- 
lowing. In Cologne a number of buildings 
have been erected in which the manufacture 
of this army sausage is carried on, employing 
some two thousand men. Two hundred 
alone are engaged in chopping up the neces- 
sary bacon.

But things will not remain there; the 
wheels of. revolution will not stop at that 
point; its impetuosity will multiply five-fold, 
and ics rapidity will increase in like propor- 
tion, When a people has regained a part of 
its rights it becomes enthusiastically inspired 
by victory, and having tasted the sweets of 
liberty, it grows the more enterprising io or- 
der to. obiain the more. The States of Eur- 
ope will for some years, perhap?, be in & 
state of continual agitation, like the soil at 
the moment which’ precedes an earthquake ;
